Mr. Underwood Wants a Broader and Less 
~ Ambiguous Platform for the F. R. A. 


In closing tho business before the eigh- 

‘teenth annual meeting of the Free Religious 
Association, lately convened ig Boston, the 
Preaident of the Association asked if there 
were any farther business, and suggested that 
any member was at liberty to propose changes 
fo the Constitution or bring forward any plan 
he might think important for increasing the 
ellleleney of the Association. Mr. B. F. Un- 
derwood moved that the Executive Commit- 
tes be requested to consider the propriety of 
altering the first article of the Constitution: 
80 as to make it read as follows:— 

This organization shall be ralled the Free 
Religions Association. ita objects belng to 
. encourage the sclentide study of religion in 
all its aspects, to increase fellowship in the 
spirit, and to promote the practical faterests 
of morality.

This proposed substitute recognizes the ex- 
istence of religion as a fact, differing from 
the,first article of the Constitution, as it now 

* stands, in avolding possible implications to 
which objection may be and have been made. 
The wo “pare religion” seem to Imply 
that the Association distinguishes between 
religion that is pure or genuine and religion 

` that is not pure or genuine, especially since 
it declares that one of Its objects Is to „pro- 
mote the practical Interests of ps religion.“ 
But, since it does not attempt lo state wha 
“pure religion” is, since it allows eve 
member to define the word" religion” to gu 
himself, there seems to be & manifest im- 
I in the statement that one object of 

he Association isto promote the “practical 

interests of pure religion.” The Association, 
as auch, cannot declare what “pure religion” 
is; for article second says that “nothing in

Beecher’s Fourth Sermon on Exolutſon. 


Mr. Beecher delivered hia fourth discourse 
on Evolution Jane Hth. He selected for his 
text the iuith and 220d verses of the Sth chap- 
ter of Romans. He took the position that no 
connected and perfect luterpretation of these 
two verses conid be given, except upon the 
substantial theoryof evolution. 

Having just reffeahed my mind with the 
contents of these (wo-chapters, I think -Mr- 
Beecher la correct. No m ainted 
with the advanced literature of tho present 
century, can read these two chapters without 
being impressed that he Is following the 
thoughts of a stroug Intellect; a robust man 
in mental power, but really groping his way 
in the dark. Had this earnest man in pur- 
gu ot truth ben at all informed on the 

ubjects of geology—progression—{as now 
understood) and pirenclosy, it is not proba- 
ble that he would have written much that he 
did. He did not seem to understand that the 
human body is simply an instrament or ser- 
vant of the mind, atid In no ways responsible 
for any deed, or bad. Paul gives no jn- 
timation that he was aware that the Intellect 
of man isa unit—all the qualities and de- 
— belng necessary to constitute a 

uman spirit; aud all useful and boly when 
not perverted or diverted from thelr proper 
and legitimate uses. What we. understand 
to be the lower attributes of the spirit, when 
misdirected in action, may lead to physical 
or moral ruin—apparently irreparable, but 
not so In the absolute. The higher attributes, 
when out of balance—ranuinog wild, without 
reason to hold them in check—theso lead to 
extravayance, insanity and madness; but a 
soul thus wrecked for the time being, will 
right itself through natural law—if not while 
dwelling in the body, then after being relle - 
ed of the body. However greatly we may ad-

Pettibone's Paychographio Pretenses Pricked. 
With his Partner in, Trade he Visite Chi- 
cago and Tries his Trick once too often. 


On Friday, the 3rd, a couple calling them- 
‘selves Mr. and Mrs. H. Pettibone. called at 
the JOURNAL office. Mrs. P. is short and fat 
with dark complexion, and anywhere from 
thirty-five to forty years old. She claima 
clairvoyant powers and to be a trance, test 
and materializing medium; and to havo been 
before the public as a medium under her 
present name for Oifteen yenrs.. Pettibone 
stands about five feet and seven or elght 
inches In his shoes, has a light complexion, 
light hair aud moustache, rather prominent 
nose, a nervous, uneasy movement of limb 
and muscle, but a face trained to conceal- 
ment and almost unvarying in expression 
even under trying clroutmstances, and a voice 
equally disciplined. His age is greater 
than would at first be thought, but ls not 
probably over forty, years and may not be 
more than thirty-five. Hò claims to be a me- 
dium for Independent slate-writing and, ac- 
cording to his own story, has fully satisfied 
thousands of people of the genuine nature of 
the phenomenon, The palr claim San Fran- 
cisco as their home and allege they have 
travelled all over America. They came to 
Chicago from Streator, Illinois, where they 
were successfal. 

Readers of the JOURNAL will remember a 
brief letter on the eighth page of last week's 
issue denouncing them as frauds. They pio- 
fessed to feel greatly humiliated and pro- 
foundly astonished at this “ the first” acen- 
sation ever made against thelr honesty. They 
could*endure persecution for the sake of the 
dear cause, If necessary, but felt it was a 
cruel thing, this charge of fraud at Mound 
City. 

The editor of the JounNaL agreed with 
them that if they were gulltless it was a 
cruel and dastardly thing! and.they could 
count on his active assistance in seelng jus- 
tice done to all concerned. He was suficient- 
ly in@uenced by the assertions of the Petti- 
bone family to think it quite probable their 
claims to mediumship might have a solid 
foundation, even thongh they had yielded to 
-temptation under stress. He promised to ar- 
range for s¢ances with Pettibone to test the 
slate-writing at once. Accordinglyvon Satur- 
day morning two representatives of the JOUR- 
NAL were dispatched to 175 West Washington 
Street to interview the Pettibones and secure 
a séance for slate- writing. Both investiga- 
tors were long-time Spiritualists, and both 
senaltives, one was Dr. D. P. Kayner and the 
other Mr. J. R. Francis, who has for seven- 
teen years been an associate éditor of the 
JOURNAL. The report was to the offect that 
six or seven slates were placed upon the 
table,—the exact number they were not sure 
of—that after golng through the programme 
dictated by Pettibone, a message purporting 
to be from the medlum's guide” was found 
written upon thefander side of the bottom 
slate.

A Mysterious Glass, 


The Denver News gives an account of the 
curious manifestations of-a common glass 
tumbler in that city, whith is causing con- 
siderable excitement. Itis the property of 
Mr. Weaver, a druggist at the corner of Hol- 
f laday and 28th Streets. A News reporter vis- 
| ited the drug store between five and six 
j o'clock one evening, and spent fully an hour 

in trying to discover some explanation of the 
phenomenon, but without any success. A 
2 great many theorles were advanced but Gone 

{ of them would meet all of the requirements 

J to account for the mystery. The glass stood 
Y with Ove others on the marble platform in 
i front of the soda water fountain. All of the 
3 glasses looked alike but the proprietor picked 

out the moving one at once, having marked 
it with a scratch. The platform is, as near 
as could be judged, perfectly level, a glass 
placed upon its side refusing to roll In any 
direction. The glasses were placed In a row, 
mouths downward, the particular one which 
moves pointed out, and the reporter awaited 
results. The row of glasses stood near the 
edge of the platform farthest from the foun- 
tain. There was but a short delay before the 
glass gave a start and moved probably an 
Inch, grating on the marble. This was fol- 
owed immediately by several other move- 
ments, varying from an eighth of an inch to 
an inch at à time, always toward the foan- 
tain. By watching a mark on the platform 
It could be seen that even when seemingly at 
rest the glass was slowly making its way 
toward the fountain. 
; í Rinsing the glass with soda water was 
d tried on the supposition that the gas gen- 
F erated in the glass from the soda water re- 
maining lifted it up to a certain extent. Mr. 
Weaver explained that there had been no 
soda water in that glass for two days, but as 
he rinsed the glass iu the same water as the 
others it was deemed that it was not wholly 
free from the carbonic acid gas. When the 
glasa was rinsed with the soda water the 
first time it moved much more freely than 
previously, but when the same experiment 
was tried with another glass, using chemi- 
cals to create as much gas as possible, it did 
not move in the least. The test of rinsing 
the moving glass with soda water.did not act 
with uniform success, a 

It is said that Mr. Weaver, proprietor of the 
drug store, is as ignorant of the cause of the 
phenomenon asany one. He Arst noticed the 
strange action of the glass several days ago, 
his attention being attracted to It by the 
sound of the glass grating upon the counter. | 
Since then it has kept on moving with more 
or less irregalarity. Some times it moves 
more readily than at others, generally rest- 
mg more at noon. When not inclined to 
move of itself It does not seem any easier to 
i push it along the counter than any of the

Dispatches from Madrid, Spain, state that 
the cholera is raging in that country with 
fearful fatality. At Murcia, it has attacked 
3,215 persons in twenty-four days. and of these 
1,340 bodies havé been already buried. In- 
cluding the full normal population of nearly 
100,000 people, one person in each thirty has 
already had the cholera, and one person in 
each seventy-fite of the population has been 
buried within three weeks, The streets of the 
y are desérted, 80 per cent of its stores are 
closed, and hardly a house remains in which 
acholera case has nat occurred. The yellow- 
covered stretther on which the cholera-strick- 
en sick aud dead are carried through the 
streets is one of the commonest sights. Deaths 
have become so frequent that the tolling of 
the church-bells usual there on such events 
has been forbidden. 

It is sald that the cholera germs live for an 
uncertain period. They are known to live 
for months and yet retain sufficient vitality 
to cause cholera in persons exposed to them. 
Great care regatding infected letters and 
clothing le therefore necessary. Valepeia 
oranges, Malaga ralsins of this year's crop 
may carry cholera germs to consumers even 
in distant countries. They are, therefore, 
among the things not to eat.

“ mystic,” the divine dwells In man, bat man 
la not absorbed Into the divine; man is to look 
for a distinct as well us a continuous life. 

If evolution ls a universal principle, it 
cannot be opposed to the. best teachings of 
Peter and Paul. if the latter are posited on 
eternal truth; neither is it necessary to 
“renounce” these precepts and “set up as 
philosophers.” Plato and Socrates had the 
saine birthright as men of the modern world, 
and the time will come when they will not 
be cast oùt as “Pagans.” But it sigaifies 
nothing that they and modern thinkers who 
make a departure from old dogmas, ate an- 
athematized, for all this changes not a halr's 
breadth the great law that holds and governs 
us, Ineludlug in its mighty plan the salva- 
tion (If we choose to call it auch) of all God's 
children ever bora into the world. What 
need of “systems” of religion or of any 
“scheme” within the great universal system 
of mind and matter? All beneath it or ex- 
ternal to it are as one breathing creature, 
creeping on this revolving globe. It must 
creep, and man must grope, misjudge and 
strive, till he sees as a complete whole what 
seems fragmentary and partial to-day. 

The JOURNAL does not deprecate this eriti- 
cism of Brother Beecher, but Is often amused 
at it and similar strictures from the pens of 
those that take no living Interest In religion, 
orthodox or heterodox, nor, indeed, In any 
earnest questions of our time, or of the prob- 
lems which have ever stirred the thinkers of 
the worl.

The poor epileptic declares that 
he was “ wide awake.” It ho was not awake. 
then the scenes described were the mere va- 
porings of a diseased mind while in siamber, 
and no more deserving of a serious thought 
ary the story of “Jack, the Giant Killer.” 
ut if awake, ou the Hazard theory, wo have 
the evidence of three of the five senses, see- 
ing, hearing and feeling, to prove a material- 
ization, and If the evidence of the senses is 
to be rejected, how can we be.sure of any- 
thing? Suchisa — of the sophistry 
ut forth by the bellovers in materialization. 
wedenborg saw a hand come forward and 
felt it Ormly presa his on hands. No stronger 
testimony of a materialization can be given 
than this, yot I deny that it erer was, or ever 
can be true. In saying this 1 do not mean 
to Impeach the honesty or tratbfalness of the 
hundreds who solemnly affirm that they have 
“seen and handled spirits.” Sweédenborg was 
equally honest in declaring that thero were 
serpents, toads, ote., on the floor ‘of his room. 
I will explain, . 

This singular phenomenon may be the re- 
sult of different causes, such as degeneracy 
of the gray tlasue of the brain and nerves, 
delirium tremens. ete. Or it may result from 
one person psychologizing another. or from 
a spirit psychologizing a mortal. I have wit- 
a all these, and therefore know that gel- 


‘entiats err when they deny the phenomenon. 


But there la an excuse for them. They are 
asked to investigate a “spiritual materiall- 
zation.” As well ask a geometrician ta in- 
vestigate a “square circle” or "trisogular 
arallelogram.” Such a contradiction of 
rms would only inspire his contempt. Agas- 
siz could not spare time to get rich;then why 
expect a scientist to investigate somethin 
that is an absurdity on its very face? I neve 
could find the least evidence, even by analogy, 
that spirit and matter would unite, any more 
than ofl and water. Honest Spiritualists (and 
I concede there are many) who belleve in 
spirit materialization, do so from one of two 
causes, — * 1. They have been deceived 
by the fraudulent mediums, (most of these 
frauda have medium ers) or, 2. They ate 
psychologized by spir ta or mortals and zee a 
y 2 apparition,” not materialization. 
is mental faculties continulog to break 
down, the victim of epilepsy falls to distin- 
gulsah between the real and the unreal. A 
celebrated artist required but aringle altting 
fora peters. because he could at any time 
seo his patron just as he appeared at the frat 
sitting. At first this apparent materializa- 
tlon of his patron did not decelve him in the 
least, but his mental disorder continulog, he 
was unable to distinguish -between the real 
and omit E He often passed his friends 
without noticing them. supposing they were 
but the apparitions of- hia mind; at other 
times he would address the a paritionn and 
inquire about their health. He finally died 
in a mad-house. During a fever I have been 
Visited by apparitions, aud no doubt many of 
my readers have had a similar experience. 
But the disease in such cases ls not constitu- 


is | tional. and hence the result is perfect recov- 


ery. But with Swedenborg the disease was 
constitutional, transmitted from his father 
in an intensified form. His father’s father 
was a copper smelter and an oddity. He was 
jot Rl pious, and after dinner would say:

This mixtureof finance and plety reminds 
ove of Oliver Cromwell who charge! his sol- 
diera to“ trust in providence, but keep your 
powder dry.”

He Ormly 
belleved that God had called him to a great 
work and especially endowed him with wle- 
dom and supernatural power.

The Judge admitted that daring one 
of his attacks he tried to writea business let- 
ter to a-gentleman living at Mt. Ida. but his 
hand wrote: “My Dear Miss Ida.“ He knew 
this was.wrong and tried again, but with the 
same result. The will was powerless to con- 
trol the mental. min 

Long ago Spinoza observed that the scenes 
of a dream linger for a time, after awakening 
like a hallucination, causing a helplessness, 
trembling and even terror. No doubt the ex- 
perience of the reader will corroborate the 
observations of Spinoza. Physiologists hold 
that dreams are temporary insanity, while 
insanity is a waking dream, and that there 
is a border land in which they become so con- 
founded that they are no longer distinguish- 
able. This th appears to be sustained 
by the experioncés of Emanuel, as recorded 
in his Diary. I quote: 

“Thad horrible dreams; how an executioner 
roasted the heads which he had strack off, 
and. hid them, one after another, in an oven, 
which was never filled. It was sald to be food. 
He-was a big woman, who laughed, and had 
a little girk with her.”

Like Paul. Emanuel never married, yet at 
the age of 52 he kepta mistress in Italy, as 
he had formerly done in Swedeo. I al 
occupy colamns of the JOURNAL iù showing 
thut Swedenborg was either an Insane man 
or entirely unworthy of confidence. But Í 
deem it needless. Only a lunatic, or, one of 
feeble intellect, who knows and thotoughly 
understands his history, could think-tim of 
sound mind, much less, rely upon his mad ef- 
fusions as of divine authority; yet there are 
nearly 100 congregations aud about 5,000 
members of the New Church in this country 
who believe that his “sacred disease” made 
red as Lot, the father of 
his own’ gran@-children, or- David, the do- 
bauchee, or Solomon, the bigamist. And they 
are right about it, for Swedenborg was better 
than the whole contemptible squad. 

Was Swedenborg a medium? He might 
have been, but in studying him I fail to find 
the least shadow of proof of his mediamship. 
Epilepsy is no evidence of mediumship, any 
more than it is of Divine inspiration. On 
the other hand epilepsy does not disprove 
mediumship any more than salt water dis- 
proves the existence of fresh water. The 
= of epllepsy bear a close resem- 

lance to the phenomena of mediamship, and 
this led Dr. Franeis Gerry Fairfield into the 
error of declaring them the same. Scleutiste 
often make similar mistakes. There are sev- 
eral L of zoophytes that have been class- 
ed with plants, and afterwards, upon more 
careful investigation, it has been found that 
thelr true place was in the animal kingdom. 
And bo I think it Dr. Fairfield will examine 
the phenomena-of mediamship with more 
care, he will discover a marked difference 
between it and epilepsy. The doctor knows 
all about apin „ and ândiog many — 9 
toms in'mediumshtp the same, dogmatically 
rushes to the conclusion that the causes are 
the same. Doctors are noted for diagnosing 
by the symptoms, instead of tracing out the 
causes. Apart of the body may suffer se- 
verely from some sympathetic ailment, and 
— ng alone by the symptoms the doctor 
jocates the disease there. One of the most 
remarkable blunders, of the, most eminent 
physicians in the country. occurred in the 
case of General Garfield. The symptoms in- 
dicated the direction of the assassin's bullet. 
To make assurance doubly sure a very dell- 
cate instrament was invented to find the 
bullet. (I wonder they did not send for a

But he missed 
the opportunity as God did at the great Chi- 
cago fire, when he allowed the churches to 
be consumed but spared the houses for gam - 
bling and prostitution, glory to his great 
and holy name. 

All the analogies in nature prove the ex- 
istence of invisible and immaterial forces, 
which forces must be spirit, Attraction is a 
spirit property of matter. Its limita are un- 
known to selenee; that is, It is not known to 
bo limited iu its manifestations to any par- 
ticular form of matter, and therefore cannot 
he dented to man.

Richanges and Individuals in quoting from the RE- | properly applied toeducation when the prop- 
er work of the school only is meant, for there 
is no such thing as a Christian alphabet. 
The alphabet is entirely pagan. We teach 
the children to count in Arabic numbers. 
We teach them Arabic algebra, Greek geome- 
try and Latin grammar. These things are 
all entirely pagan, and by no possibility 
could we Christianize them. The only sug- 
gestion ever made towards a Christianizing 
of education was that the boys in the high 
schools should read the bad Latin and Greek 
of the charch fathers, instead of the good 
Latin and Greek of the pagan orators and 
poets, but it was only a suggestion. Tho. 
Christlanizing process has not gone so far. 
In view of the facts, the term Christian edu- 
cation, as it Is used In religions newspapers 
and conventions becomes-an absurdity. But 
it is not only Christian institutions, as such, 
which bid for the support of the country. 
Every church and every denomination {a 
multiplying schools of its own and recom- 
mending its own superior form of Christtun 
education. One would think ere ought to 
be a special Baptist arithmetic, a superior 
Roman Catholic geography, a Presbyterian 
history, a Quaker Latin, a Protestant Episco- 
pal chemistry. -The perfect folly of all this 
is apparent on the face of it. Therefore, why 
must so many millions of dollars be spent to 
establish these sectarian schools as rivals to 
the publie schools of the land? When one 
examines into it he Ands the real object to 
be that children may be drilled into a cer- 
tain ritual, or taught some special form of 

atic theol These sectarian schools, 
therefore, are Astablished for the avowed 
purpose of -widpolog and strengthening the 
differences between Christians, of prejadic- 
ing growing minds, of intensifying bigotry; 
and this narrowing of the intellect is called 
Christian edacation. 

The publio schools are called Godless, Of 
course they are, and ought to be. The ehureh 
is the Institution whose duty it is to remind 
the children of their duties to their heaven- 
ly Father, and it iò a confession of weakness 
If the church claims to invade the precincts

It appears from the account 
kiven that a French paper, describing the 
acenes, related that immediately after the 
Archbishop closed his eyes in death, which 
took place in the presenceof abont three hun- 
dred people, the room being thrown open to 
all the faithful, two priests and three nuns 
were placed around the body to direct those 
who came to touch the prelate’s hands’ and 
vestments with their beads and other plous 
objects, and to preserve them as tallamans. 
Millions of articles were in this way brought 
Into contact. A few minutes after the Arch- 
bishop had breathed bis last a fashionably 
dressed Jady drove up in her carriage, and 
with asick child in her arms t reverent- 
ly, end clasping tlie dae cold in 
death, cried in the most piteous manher: “Ob, 
Monseigneur, you cured one of my children; 
will you do as much foranother?” The body 
lay on a high catafalque, around which four 
priests were busily engaged receiving books, 
beads, crucifixes, and even children to be 
placed in contact with the body. Others 
were doing a rushing trade in disposing of 
tosaries which had been sanctified by con- 
tact. Daring these proceedings n procession 
of priests, headed by ten Bishops, entered to 
sing the last libera prior to laying there- 
mains in the vault. The body of the Arch- 
bishop was taken from the catafalque and 
removed from the wooden casket to dno of 
metal. A rash was made for the discard 
coffin, and so indecent became the-scenethat 
the police had to bo called in order to keep 
the fanatical moltitade from injuring each 
other in their attempts to capture the lining 
and trimmings. Finally, order was restored. 
Then the priests commenced breaking up tho 
coffin, ‘and distributed it to the people in 
small pleces. The Post correspondent states 
that the Archbishop was throughout his whole 
Ute an unbending, uncompromising Utra- 
montane. He forbade Catholica to havo so- 
cial intercourse -with Protestants, and re- 
fused to recognize a law passed by the Do- 
minion Parliament to prevent undue clerical 
influence in electoral contests. The Jesuits, 
who had been expelled from Canada after the 
conquest by the British, and bad their prop- 
erty confiscated, were in 1842 by him Invited 
to return to the Province, which they were 
not slow in doling, in company with the Ob- 
late Fathers and a number of the Ladies of 
the Sacred Heart. He also imported the 
Christian Brothers from France, gave them 
funds to erect schools, and during his life- 
time supported and nourished a system of 
education by these Brothers, the result of 
which to-day ls too plaluly revealed in the 
ignorance of the great mass of the male 
Catholic population who-have been educated 
under their training. He forbade bis fock 
from attending other scholastic institutions, 


even if under the direction of lay members, 


of his communion.

‘To the Editor of the Heligio- Phijosopbical Journa: 

Last Sunday forenoon, by appointment, I 
met Marcellus L. Ayer of this city and spent 
an hour with him in golog through the now 
“ First Spiritual Temple” whieh lie bas bullt 
and deeded in trast to the trustees of the 
Working Union of Progressive Spiritualists. 
The bullding isin the Back ag distriet—a 
part of the city which was low land covered 
Gally by the tide; but now ulled twenty feet 
and covered with tho Anest houses and otlier 
buildings. Near by. are the Art Museum, 
Phillips Brooks's church, and some large ho- 
tels. It was interesting to see, on the corner 
y aeng the ‘temple, the new Hollis Street 
Church, built on another site by the Unitas 
jian Bociaty to which that veteran Spiritual- 
ist, John Pierpont, preached for years, 

The temple is n handsome and solid balld- 
ing, of brown stone and gray granite with 
entrisnees in front and rear. The basement, 
partiy above ground, light and airy, has a 

ge room for children's meetings, an ample 
library room, and the heating apparatus. On 
the first floor above is the large audience 
hall; at one end a gallery, and opposite u 
platform. with a large. and excellent organ 
above. The seats curve toward the platform 
from either Ide, each seat fixed in ita place, 
made to fold back, roomy and easy, and the 
accommodate thirteen hundred persona, wit 
room for extra seats so thet over sixteen 
hundred can be at ease, The proportions 
of the room are good, Its style and finish 
simple, get rich, ita geheral aspect ample 
and noble. Still above this, reached by broad 
and easy stairs, and by elevator, are the up- 
per rooms, eight or ten I think, halls for 
seating smaller companies and rooms for con- 
versation aud mediumship of varlous sizes 
and styles, some pg racefal in their curved 
outlines, and all nished in.a—chaste and 
tasteful way. Allis thorough ana durable, 
“bullt to stand,” as Mr. Ayer said, and the 
massive walls seem fit to last for centuries. 

Two years ago it was commenced, and is to 
be opened for public use the last of September. 
Mr. Ayer. planned it all himself, made the 
rough sketches which the architect followed 
in his drafts, and every room is made after 
these original sketches. The ventilation is 
excellent throughout,and I forgot to mention 
the convenient arrangements for feeding the 
hungry at any social festivities, 

The temple as it stands cost two hundred 
and Afty thousand dollara. Mr. Ayer, who 
paid all this cost himself, is a qulet and un- 
assuming man, en in business as the 
head of a firm in a large wholesale gioce 


raistence and sagacity. He gives one the 
mpression of clean habita, reliable charac 
ter and good judgment, His aim and iden is 
to make this temple a permanent seat and cen- 
ter for spiritual education and development 
In unison and sympathy with human efforts 
and wise reforms. He is chairman of the 
board of trustees, and before him and his co- 
workers is the high and noble task, not with- 
out its diMculties, of carrying on wisely a
